SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Anatomie is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

This DVD mainly contains the German feature of the same title, which is a thriller- 
horror set in the prestigious anatomy department of a medical school. The heroine 
uncovers a secret anti-Hippocratic society involved in human vivisection. The dialogue 
is all in German, with English subtitles. The feature is identical to that originally 
examined as a 35mm film and classified by the Office of Film & Literature 
Classification (OFLC Ref. 100419). The classification, "Objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 
years", was registered on 12 April 2001. The descriptive note "Contains horror 
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scenes. Contains violence" was attached to the film. In the Summary of Reasons for 
that decision, matters of horror and violence, presented for viewer entertainment, are 
the main factors in determining the classification. 

There are a number of additional components on the DVD, mainly contained in the 
Extra Features sub-menu. Among the additional material are a trailer and a teaser 
trailer for this feature, a small collection of still photographs of actors and crew on 
location, interviews with the main actors and crew, the director's commentary running 
the length of the feature, two deleted scenes, a music video by one of the starring 
women, and two short "making of" featurettes. However, these additional components 
do not affect the classification given to the feature film. While they add informative and 
interesting depth to understanding the making of the feature, they neither significantly 
mitigate nor increase its horror-thriller effect and impact for the viewer. 
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
